MILLION DOLLAR LOSS. 


Results of Storm in Boston. Army 


Digging Out the City. 
Bitter 


Cold in New York. 


Boston, Feb. 2—The financial loss caused 


by the storm will reach over a million in 
Boston alone. At 11 o'c!ook this fore- 
noon the city is not in telegraphic com- 
munication with the rest of the country _ 
A single telephone wira gives an outlet 
through Worcester. 


An army of men is busy repairing the 


damage that the wire and transportation 
companies sustained. 


The street raihrays are still badly crip- 


pled, although tne steam roads succeeded 
in running a few trains on schedule time 
today. The Boston elevated company es- 
timates its damage as 1244,000. There are 
7,500 men clearing the tracks today. The 
steam roads,telegraph and telephone com- 
panies sent out thousands of workmen. 


Beports of stranded vessels along the 


coast are continually coming in. This 
morning it was though that at least 15 
lives have been lost at various points 
along the coast by craft going to pieces 
Smaller fishing boats in the vicinity of 
Gloucester suffered a Jpartioularly heavy 
losss. 


One feature of the storm was the largq 


number of fires in Boston and surrounding 
towns while the gale was at its height. 
During the blockade of the railroads 
many trains were derailed, and many 
stuck fast in the drifts or were lost owing 
to the collapse of the wired. There was 
slight loss of life on fche railroads, how- 
ever. The weather today is fine, and it 
is believed thai local traffic will be mov- 
ing regularly by night. 


The blizzard completely demoralized 


•wire service and traffic in Lynn, and lasl 
night the call men of the fire departmem 
are doing: patrol duty in the business 
section, as the flre alarm system is 
practically useless. 


In New Bedford the wind reached the 


proportions of a g-ale and tore througi 
the city at a velocity of 65 miles ax 
hour, driving before it a downpour 01 
ram that was Just short of «. cloudburst 
The st»rm completely cut off the citj 
from the rest of the world. Shortly af tei 
midnight one of the relief-holders at th« 
gas works grave way under the pressure 
of the wind, and 23,000 _feet of gas was 
released- No one was injured, however 
as the high wind soon carried the fumej 
away.

24 hours, Cape Ann is entitled to thai 
credit. 
Juttfeg out into the ocean, its

shut out completely the view of th« 
outer harbor, and only at Intervals dur- 
ing- lulls In the wind could anything be 
seen in the inner harbor with any dis- 
tinctness. 
The first visitors to tha 


waterfront savr a. wild sight Here wera 
coasters, sloops and fishing vessels, some 
asfaore, some just floating and others in 
great danger, all mixed up in an ap- 
parently inextricable mass. 


In Qnincy immense poles bearing1 hun- 


dreds of all kinds of wire* were unable ta 
withstand the terrible strain, and they 
toppled o\er into the streets, blocking 
all traffic and causing- an 
immense 


amount of inconveaieluce. A large pole 


ten acrffgs'the wires near the centra! 
fire station, pulling the fire alarm wires 
completely off the building:, cutting out 
every circuit and crippling the entire 
service of the city.

Local 
forecaster Dunn says it will be warmer 
tonight, but more snow. The Hudson is 
frozen across at Sing Sing. If the cold 
continues 24 hours longer the ice will be 
strong enough to bear traffic. 


The weather bnreau here has received 


no report from Boston, but Forecaster 
Donn says the atorm has disappeared 
from there. The Long Island railroad 
has experienced much diffiulty.

acquisition of the island by the United 
States. Money is being freely used to 
this end, but Senator Platt has no chaiiga 
to the effect that an effort is being 
made to corrupt congress. He thought, 
however, some interests were bping un- 
duly influenced. 


Senator Pettigrew spoke next, devot- 


ing himself to a reply to the Connecticut 
senator concerning the present govern- 
ment of the island. 
He made a care- 


ful analysis of annexation under wWcll 
President Dole's government exists. H« 
alleged that the constitutional conven- 
tion was composed of 19 members, ona 
of whom, Mr. Dole, has been a membei 
of the committee of safety, which played 
such a prominent part during the revolu- 
tion, and 18 other delegates.

State Citizens. 


Radical Reforms Recommended In Franchise 


Legislation. 


Boston, Feb. 2.—The special committee 


appointed by Governor Wolcott on July 
7 last, under an act of 1897, to investigate 
the relations between cities ami towns 
amd street railway companies, presents 
its report to the legislature within the 
iime limit Imposed in the act. 


The committee consists of Charles 


Francis Adams, chairman, William W. 
Crapo and Blishu B. Hayes. The report 
consists of the text, which gives the 
methods of procedure and the principles 
of action bv the committee, and the bills 
containing th«Jr specific recommenda- 
tions. 


The committee mentions, In opening, 


the great breadth of the subject and the i 
great difficulty in gathering exact iiifor- 


| ination. "There exists also," the mem- 


I bers say, "a vast and varied amount of 
i popular misinformation as to results al- 


leged to have been reached elsewhere, 


i more especially in certain European 


cities." Messrs. Crapo and Hayes made 
investigations in thie country and Can- 
(ada, while Mr. Adams, tte chairman, in- 
vestigated 
European 
conditions. In 


Europe "statistics are even less perfect 
than in America, and no comprehensive 
report or official publication exists." 


Of the system in Massachusetts it is 


said: "As a working-machinery for the 
daily accommodation of vast numbers 
of persons, the street railways of the 
commonwealth fulfill thedr function quite 
as well, witn as little friction and at aa 
reasonable a cost as any other similar 
machinery elsewhere which the commit- 
tee has had an opportunity to study," 
The committee discredits the popular 
accounts of the wonderful workings of 
other systems in foreign cities It could 
not find them in its investigations. It is 
admitted that there may be overcapi- 
talization in Massachusetts, but not 
Tnore than was inseparable flrom rapid 
growth. The fundamental question is, 
however, not merely one of greater or 
less expenditure, but what would have 
been tost if the expenditure had not been 
incurred must-be considered. 


Saw Francisco, Feb. 2.—Insurance Com- 


miselcmer Clunie has announced that hig 
flght agfdnst the fopeign, insurance com- 
panies doing business in this state will 
be directed against the organization 
known as the flre underwriters of th«

prosecutions and suits to recover prem- 
iums obtained without license of law. 
It will prove a final test of the powers oi 
the insurance commissioner and the ap- 
plication of state laws governing insur- 
ance patrons.

Another Pine Hennery, 


EDITOR TEANSCEIPT:—I noticed in your 


last weekly issue an article on the egg 
and chicken culture of a Coleville fancier, 
and although not a contributor to your 
valuable "paper, i desire a short space to 
describe a hennery I visited last week. 
I had occasion to call at the John A. Tor- 
rey farm, South Water street, and was in- 
vited by MTS. Torrey to inspect her hen- 
nery, as it was then time to feed thfi fowls 
and collect the eggs. Her hennery is but 
80 feet in length and divided into eight 
apartments, each containing 20 hens and 
one rooster. The first coop of Plymouth 
Bock chicks, hatched by incubator in 
March, 1897, showed for the day 17 eggs- 
The next, a coop of white Wyandottes 
same age as the JPlymou h Ro:ks, added 
more to Mrs. Torrey's basket. The third 
flock, composed of a second grade Ply- 
^oath Rocks, added 12 m 31 e. A ooot> of 
II months-old brown Laghows delighted 
onr hearts by surrendering 18 white baau- 
ties- The four remaining coops are occu- 
pied by black and white Minorcas, buff 
Cochins and white Leghorns, May chicks 
which rdded 20 more to Mrs. Torrey's 
dally collection, making a total of 81 from 
160 pullets, an average ef 15 6-10 per cent, 
more than Mr. Richards. 


Mrs. Torrey has two incubators at work 


on 200 and 300 eggs respectively. One will 
hatch the llth of March and anyone de- 
siring to welcome the little strangers will 
be hospitably received by Mrs. Torrey 
who is, always delighted to show her j 
feathered beauties. Mrs. Torrey says if 


ghe can make a few pennies for pin money 
while the large fanciers are coining their 
dollars she will be satisfied, and as she 
credited me with §1 for three dozen of 
that fresh hen fruit, I saw in her books a 
creditable balance in her favor.

About Him Th»t Won Respect and At- 
tentlon—When Ho Went Away, Tliere 
Was Disappointment. 


Lito one spring evening In the middle 


taventiea a stranger alighted from a pas- 
senger train that had Just drawn up to the 
station of a Pennsylvania mountain town. 
He was at once beset by half a dozen negro 
hotel runners, the most enterprising of 
whom took possession of his hand satchel 
before he had time to assent or dissent.

made his toilet, ate his supper, and, light- 
ing a cigar, wont out, as ho remarked, for 
a stroll about the town. Upon his return 
an hour or bo later ho entered into conver- 
sation with the landlord. Major H. ap- 
peared to take an interest in tho banks of 
the town, of which he said he had noticed 
there were a larger number.

There are two wayi of eeaiitiziug pa- 


per. One ia to apply the aolntkw with a 
brush, and the other is to float tho salt- 
ed paper on the surface of the liquid. 
Thin papers like Bivos photographic 


v paper take tbe eolation quickly aud do 
not require so many applications of the 
solution if it ii applied with a brush, 
or BO long a soaking if floated on the 
liquid as do the heavy, rough papers 
like Whatman's drawing paper or cray- 
on paper. 


The paper is first salted, and it is 


better to have this done by the dealer 
in photographic goods, as it is ranch 
easier to apply the sensitive solution 
than it is to salt the paper. If photo- 
graphic paper is used, ask for fresh salt- 
ed paper, but if drawing paper is used 
take it to the dealer and have it salted. 
The expense is very trifling, a sheet ol 
salted paper costing only a cent or two 
more than the plain paper. 


The sensitizing solution is made of 


240 grains of nitrate of silver and 5 
ounces of distilled or filtered water. 
Dissolve the nitrate of silver crystals in 
the water, and then add strong liquid 
ammonia drop by drop, stirring the so- 
lution constantly until the brown pre- 
cipitate which is formed by the addi- 
tion of the ammonia has disappeared 
and the liquid is clear. Hot more than 
75 drops of ammonia should be added 
to the solution, and if it does not clear 
when this amount has been added clear 
the solution by filtering. — Harper's 
Bound Table.

They would 
make more profit sold six months earli- 
er as a general thing. 


Ailing Larnbs. 


One of your subscribers wishes me to 


tell what, ails- his lambs that he is fat- 
tening. He says that he has them in 
dry, warm stablqs and feeds them all 
the hay they can eat twice a day, with 
straw at noon, and to 100 lambs-he 
feeds one bushel of shelled corn and one 
bushel of oats mixed, at two feeds each 
day; that they have dona very well un- 
til the past week, when two have died 
and a couple more are siok. The ones 
that died are very fat, as are the sick 
ones. 


He does not name any of the sjanp- 


toms, hut I don't need them to tell 
what is the matter with them—too 
much dry food, too much corn, too 
much constipating food and no succu- 
lence. The lambs have .-"the stretches," 
acute constipation. Nosheep, much less 
lambs, can be safely fed on dry food 
over 90 days. They "are almost sure to 
die with constipation if fed longer, and 
some will "peter ont" in less time. 
Any lamb taken as above should be at 
once dosed with raw 'linseed oil, from, 
one to two ounces, asjtq size of lamb, 
and if bad should hafe an injection, of 
warm 
soapsuds, and all the sheep 


should have their diet changed to one 
less constipatingj and by all means have 
some succulent food every day. 
Ifc is a 


serious mistake to put up sheep or 
lambs for fattening without providing 
to feed, at least oncers' day, on some 
kind of roots or corn ensilage. I like 
both roots and ensilage, one feed of each 
every day, and don't find anything that 
pays better than to provide them. At 
the present price of potatoes it is mn 
better t& feed them to the sheep than fo 
let ft em die with costivenetss, and haul 
the potatoes fonr or five miles wr from 
13 to 20 cents per bnshel%—J.-S. Wood- 
ward in Kural New Yorker. 


The Field 


The standards of excellence of some 


of the prornfeentetoeeds need immedi- 
ate asd radical revision, and they 
should declare for the breeding off of 
excess of grossness and cheap meat, 
such as head, jowl and flafcby belly, and 
declare for flint bone, sound feet, mus- 
cular action and constitutional vigor. 
Tbe hog that hunts part of his living in 
the fields is hardier, healthier a&d 
abounds more in lean-meat of a better 
quality than that of bis unfortunate 
brother who -loses part of his vitality 
and vigor by being overfed in close con- 
finement, no matter what may compose 
the foods used in fattening them, and 
the breeds most active and vigorous 
most abound in lean meat.—H. Iff. Work 
in Southern Stock Farm.

NEWS TO DISCOURAGE KJLOS- 


B1KEKS. 


"What are the chances of a green man 


to Klondike?" is the question that a great 
aaany men everywhere are asking them- 
selves,—some because they think of going 
there and many more because they think 
they would like to go there. Now, the 
Klondike country is not all solid gold 
even if the stories told of it all glitter. 


Latest reports from the region state 


that those who are fighting their way 
there and those who purpose coming in 
without capital and intending to prospect 
or mine should bear in mitid that the 
Klondike is dead as far as they are con- 
cerned. All the creeks upon which 500 
foot •laims may be taken np are entirely 
located, and those who are now prospect- 
ing along the Klondike, Stewart and 
Indian rivers and Henderson or other 
erects or tributaries where only 100 feet 
may be staked are doing so because they 
do not wish to remain idle during the 
whiter or hope for a change in the min- 
ing regulations. Of the thousands who 
went there since July, those who had 
money to speculate did wellj a very few 
came early enough to locate 500 foot 
claims in promising creeks, but nine- 
tenths of them are disappointed men, 
who have nothing to look forward to but 
the hope of making a few hundred dol- 
lars by some streak of good luck and re- 
turning home soon. No rich mines to 
compare with those of Eldorado creek 
have been discovered, although hundreds 
of prospect shafts have been sunk and 
hundreds of miles of creeks located. 


Those men who arrive at Klondike in 


the early summer, 1898, will probably find 
a stampede from that region to new sec- 
tions, where there may or may not be 
gold. It is nnderatood that there are 
nearly a thousand persons wintering at 
St. Michael, waiting to go up the river as 
soon as steamers can enter it from Norton 
Sound. There are at Minook at least a 
thousand, and probably nearly fifteen 
hundred men, according to last reporta, 
and at and near Fort Yukon several'hun- 
dred. At Circle City and in the Birch 
creek mines "there are four hundred or 
five hundred men. Of alt these and the 
people on the Canadian side of the line 
certainly two-thirds are without claims 
of value or prospective value, and are 
ready to rush off to any newly reported 
discoveries. 


There are men now in Klondike «ho 


have been there three years and have 
done nothing but chase gold rumors and 
today are worth nothing. Men of large 
fortunes who could buy large claims and 
mine on a large scale have made great 
wealth. But the lone" poor man has made 
but few lucky strikes. It is capital that 
Js winning in the Klondike today, the 
prospector having "blazed the trail" and 
having passed on to new 
hunting 


grounds. 


There are mines in many of the old dis~ 


, tricts and on creeks that have been lo- 
cated and deserted that would pay indus- 
trious men what would be good wages in 
*he States if supplies could be obtained 
conveniently and at reasonable ratea. No 
preparations have been made or can be 
made for a satisfactory distribution of 
supplies at the points at which they will 
be required during the next year. 


In the spring, when the ground begins 


to thaw and work in the drifts and shafts 
is stopped, over two-thirds of the men 
now working for wages in the Klondike 
will be out of employment. In summer 
very little prospecting can be done and 
the country will be full of idle men, many 
without means and without food. There 
can be -no more healthful climate thnn 
Klondike in whiter, and in spite of the 
cold it is pleasant enough. Dawson is 
located on ground which thaws out in 
summer, and mud is almost knee deep in 
the street*. There is no drainage, and all 
the filth and garbage is piling up though 
the long winter. If a pestilence is not 
bred the predictions of all the doctors are 
wrong. Last summer there was a great 
deal of illness, especially typhoid fever, 
but it will be much worse when this 
winter is over.

HOW TIME WAS TOLD. 


National bank examiners are no longer 


to be permitted to make special examina- 
tions of the banks assigned them for 
regular examination. 
The new comp 


troller of tpe currency, Charles Dawes, 
discovered, on a'i-'uming tne duties of his 
position, that in some cases national 
banks desiring to get special examina- 
tions and reports for their own private 
use had employed the national bank 
examiueirs of their own district to per- 
form this work, and while no criticism is 
made upon the practice \vhich has here- 
tofore obtained in this line, Comptroller 
Dawes has wisely put an end to it, be- 
lieving that this action would obviate the 
the possibility of bank examiners being 
influeaeed through this special employ- 
ment to in any way modify the strictness 


ot their official duties with reference to 
any bank within, their jurisdiction. 


Women the Best Convergers. 


Of one thing there can be very little 


doubt, and that is the greater readiness 
in conversation of -women than men. A 
woman can create conversation, which 
is a very useful thing and is frequently 
found a great social difficulty. If we 
give a man a subject on which he knows 
anything at all, unless he be a fool or

VARIOUS EXPEDIENTS EMPLOYED BE- 


FORE THE DAYS OF CLOCKi. 


Tho Clepiydra of the Time of the Second 


Sordauapalus—The Sundial Gifted With 
taatlue Qualities—TU« Honrfflau Mid 
Other Method* of Telling Time. 


Tho first clock in our sense of the word 


seerus to have been (for we are not sure as 
to what clocks they were which in 873 
the Venetians invented, of which they sent 
a specimen to Constantinople) one made 
in 1374 for Charles V of Franco. It was 
a very big one, weighing several hundred- 
weight and mado by a converted Arab, 
named Henry do Vic, and those who aro 
curtails may find full dotuils in Froissart. 
This clock was put up in the round tower 
of the piilaco, und for mouths vast crowds 
assembled to watch tho novelty's action 
and details. It is not with this, however, 
or any of tho succeeding efforts of clock- 
iimkors that wo aro concerned, but at a far 
anterior date with t*o contrivances by 
which men measured time and supplied in 
some decree tho place of the clock. 
And 


back to remotest ages must \ve go. 


The water clock, otherwise tho clepsy- 


dra, seems, unless tho Egyptologists find 
something fresh in that land of incessant 
discoveries from tho most far mists of 
time, to have been the first scientitlo effort 
at noting tho hours. A good inauy people 
talk glibly about the clepsydra who neither 
know its precise construction nor the na- 
tion \vho have tho credit of constructing 
it. That belongs to the Assyrian, and as 
far back as at least over 2,600 years ago 
the clepsydra was used in Ninoveh under 
tho sway of the second Sardauapalus. 
It 


wcs a brads vessel of cylindrical shapo, 
holding several gallons of water, which 
could only emerge through one tiny holo 
in tho side. Thus tho trickling of tho fluid 
marked a certain amount of time, and the 
water was emptied about half a dozen 
times per dism. In Nineveh there was one 
at the palaco, and ono in each principal 
district. These were all filled by signal 
from a watchman on a tower at tho mo- 
ment of sunrise, and each had an attend- 
ant, whose business was to refill the 
clepsydra as soon as it was emptied, the 
fact, being announced by criers, much as 
in tho last century the watchman drowsily 
shouted the hours at night throughout the 
streets of London. Some five centuries 
later an anonymous genius made a groat 
improvement by inserting toothed wheels, 
•which revolving turned two hands on a 
dial in clock fashion, thus showing the 
progress of the time, which from one fill- 
ing to emptying averaged 3J^ hours. In 
this shape the clepsydra, which was then 
chiefly procurable in Egypt, became intro- 
duced to various other nations, including 
Home, where it flourished with various 
splendid embellishments until tho end of 
tfie empire. 


Tho sundial stands next in tho order of 


time to the clepsydra. It was invented at 
Alexandria some five centuries and a half 
B. C. Unlike the -water clock, it flourished 
through all the centuries, eten unto our 
ov,-n days, where it fitly adorns many a 
stately or simple old world garden and 
smooth shady lawn. It was naturally of 
greater constant use in other climes than 
those of our "brumous" isle, from the far 
larger amount of sunshine these enjoyed. 
But some fine and famous sundials have 
long existed vcithin the realm, and the in- 
scriptions have not been their least charm 
of tho past. 


During the dark ages the clepsydra 


seems to have vanished with the Roman 
empire. Its reintroduction into Europe is 
duo to that hero of our young days, the 
Caliph Haroun-al-Baschid, the famous po- 
tentate of Bagdad having sent in the year 
807 a splendid specimen to Charlemagne. 
But just about or a little before this time 
France had hit on another mode of mark- 
ing timo by the invention of the hour- 
glass, destined to as long an existence as 
the sundial. Indeed, properly made, this 
was a valuable and accurate timepiece, 
provided it was regularly turned. 


We need not do more than allude to the 


habit after the reformation, and especial- 
ly in Scotland, of preachers measuring 
their discourses by the hourglass in the 
pulpit. 
These marked an hour exactly. 


Those first mado in Charlemagne's day 
ran for 12 hours. Alfred the Great hit 
upon a method of measuring time which 
shows that there was DO Saxon one, though 
very probably some of the monasteries 
(then the only homes of knowledge) were 
acquainted with water clocks and hour- 
glasses, if not by practical knowledge at 
any rate by hearsay. However, the king- 
dom in general followed Alfred's plan, 
which, though ingenious, necessarily lack-, 
ed anything like the accuracy of the other 
inventions. Yet the king's idea was hailed 
as a wonderful effort of genius, which, for 
such an era and by comparison with the 
general ignorance, it was. As every school- 
boy (in this case literally) knows, Alfred 
marked time by rushlights. A long ex- 
istence, by the way, has the rushlight en- 
joyed, seeing that middle aged people still 
remember its use in tho nursery at 
night, and the reflection of the circular 
holes in tho tall metal shades on the ceil- 
ing. Alfred, says an ancient authority, 
"that he might properly know how tho 
hours passed, made use of burning tapers 
which -were marked with lines, and fixed 
in lanthorns, an expedient invented by 
himself" (so, by the way, were in 893 the 
lantborns of scraped horn, which still 
some old fashioned rustics prefer to glass). 
But tapers, however, wero then very ex- 
pensive. The king might himself use 
these, but probably the rushlight was used 
by people in general. 


Of all primitive methods of telling the 


time, however, tho most curious and 
among the most ancient existed in China, 
and as the "cycle of Cathay" has revolved 
unaltered for ages no wonder it is still in 
use there. Time was guessed by recourse 
to the harmless necessary cut. By exam- 
ination of her.eyo tho Chinaman could 
nnd can make a fair shot at the hour by 
inspection of the creature's pupil. At noon 
it is said completely to contract; so that a 
thin bairlike perpendicular line only de- 
notes tho pupil, which again after noon 
begins to dilate. The floral clock of Lin- 
najus is, of course, comparatively modern. 
—London Standard. 


A Mcnn Man.

Tho wife 
soon afterward went into business on 
her own account in the wild beast line.

rival of my wife in this town my stock 
of wild beasts has beeu increased."—

Dyeing Woolens Black. 


To color woolen goods black, use an 


ounce of extract of logwood and half an 
ounce of blue yitriol for each pound of 
cloth. Put tho vitriol in water enough to 
cover tho cloth, and when tboy are thor- 
oughly mixed put in tho cloth and lot it 
scald 20 minutes. Then tako the cloth out 
and throw it into clear water. Put tho 
logwood into a vessel with sufficient water 
for the goods, press tho water from-the 
cloth and put it into tbo logwood water 
nnd scald it 30 minutes. Then take out 
the cloth and air well. Meanwhile put the 
vitriol wiuer into tho vessel with tho log- 
wood and again put in tho cloth and scald 
it 16 minutes longer. This will prevent 
tho goods when pressed from rubbing oS.

A probable rea- 
son why no more children of these 
tribes are sent east to bo educated, Dr. 
Matthews thought, was a fear that they 
might be required to overcome this cher- 
ished "taboo" superstition, which is as 
firmly rooted as any religion. 


A legend to account for this fish "ta- 


boo" was given. There was a timo 
when food was scarce, and tho mountain 
Indians had a big powwow with the 
river Indians. Tho result was that the 
river Indians agreed to kill no fleer, but 
live entirely on fish, and the mountain 
Indians agreed to eat no fish, but live 
entirely upon deer. This made food 
plenty for both. 


In the discussion of the paper it was 


stated that tho Zuni Indians will not 
eat fish because savago tribes in desert 
lauds regard water as sacred because of 
its scarcity, and this reverence extends 
to animal life in water. Several mem- 
bers thought perhaps tffl! idea convoyed 
tho true reason for tho fieb. "taboo."

Cornell Discovers the "Jumper," 


Ithaca, N. Y., Jan. 31.1898. 


EDITOR TKANSCKIPT:—Before acquaint- 


ing your readers with the object of this 
communication, Itt me place before their 
minds' eyes a picture that will aid mo in 
my narrative. Let their fancy portray a 
Btretoh of country not entirely dissimilar 
from that of old Berkshire, with abrupt 
hillaidea and a nr.rrow valle.v; away 
to 
the 
north 
extends 
an 
ex- 


panse 
of water, one and one-half 


miles wide and 40 .\ ilos long, and in the 
valley and on the hillsides nestles a thriv- 
ing city of perhaps 17,000 soula. At the 
east of the city, much as the park btnnds 
beside and above North Adams, is a long 
sloping bluff COO feet above the waters of 
the lake, and on this promontory are ar- 
ranged in the form of a hollow square 
17 spacious stone buildiugj, symmetrical 
and handsome in their architecture, yet 
solid and enduring. This poor and all - 
too-brief description outlines one of our 
greatest seats of learning, and undoubt- 
edly the handsomest. American univer- 
sity, Cornell. Hera 2,000 students daily 
assemble, gaining higher education in the 
various diversified arts, from scientific 
agriculture to law. 


However, it is not the intent of thia 


epistle to treat of Cornell, but r.-.ther of 
Cornelians, in regard to a peculiar device 
of boyhood in Berkshire. As might be 
expected, when the 
campus, fCO feet 


above tha waters of Cayuga, is reached 
from the center of Ithaca in a hJf-mile 
jaunt, the walk is precipitous, affording 
splendid opportunity at this season for a 
display of coasting apparatus. And yen 
may be sure the opportunity is accepted, 
for, 
on Buffalo street, an excellent thor- 


oughfare opened to coasters by the city 
fathers, there is a nightly revel of stu- 
dents. They have "double rippers," sleds, 
"skids," and other slippery parapher- 
nalia, but this week there appeared among 
them the common coasting device Cf 
Western Massachusetts—the "jumper," 
and consternation came with it. 


A North Adams student made his ap- 


pearance unheralded with the "jumper," 
and down the road he sped to the uttT 
surprise of every one except the western 
Massachusetts delegation. The exclama- 
tions voiced were humorous in the ex- 
treme to the Berkshire people. "See that 
fellow on the stick," shouted one. "Get 
on to the chap with the skate on the end 
of a stick," 
said 
another. "How 


the 
deuce 
does 
he do it?" was 


the inquiry, and nothing but mystery 
remained. 
As 
he 
came 
to 
a 


standstill, a crowd thronged about him, 
and an urchin volunteered, "day, mister, 
have you a caster on the end of that 
stick ?" The fact was then clear to the 
Berkshire men that the "jumper" must 
be a device original to Western Massachu- 
setts, for, although all sections of the 
country 
are 
well 
represented 
here 


none except local men 
have eve£ 


seen a "iumpar" before. It is now the 
talk of the 'varsity, and the favorite 
query is: "Did you see that darn thing?'' 
Hundreds of students are Interested, 
"jumper" clubs are prospective, and a 
good market awaits some enterprising 
Massachusetts man who can-supply the 
local field. The "jumper" has been dis- 
covered at Cornell, and the simple con- 
trivance of Bay State ingenuity has won 
great and immediate favor.

When the plant was introduced, about 


1840, it was only the small daisylike 
flower, now only seen as a rule in cot-!

Yet it was not 
until 3859, when the pla«ts suffered se- 
vcrly from early frosts, that there was 
any idea of growing it under glass. 
The Japanese variety was noticed in 
3864 as a novelty* "very curious and 
interesting, but scarcely ornamental." 
How little did the author of these re- 
marks suspect what a future was before 
the plant he so summarily set aside 1 
Three years later, however, we find Jap- 
anese varieties recommended with pom- 
pom and incurved, and since then they 
have ever increased in favor. 


The gorgeously 
colored, 
moplike 


blooms now exhibited every autumn 
would certainly astonish that writer of 
30 years ago. The golden and bronze 
shades-of the chrysanthemum suited the 
taste of the promoters of the "high art" 
{Esthetic movement of a few years ago, 
which, if it had no other merit, helped1 
to bring this flower more forward and 
revived the culture of sunflowers, which 
were fast becoming extinct in our gar- 
dens.—-Longman's Magazine.

i TRIBUTE OF SONG. 


There is no place on earth where ut-

Bub once in my life have I witnessed 


a ceremony that was so grand, impress- 
ive and appropriate to the silent, awful 
occasion, 


I will tell yon of a funeral which 


lingers in my memory as tho grandest, 
most solemn and befitting ceremony that 
was ever given to the dead. 


It was rumored many years ago that 


& poor widowed woman, leading a hard 
Hife of unending labor, was called tc 
part with the one thing dear to her—hei 
only child. Mother and daughter had 
toiled together for 15 years, and tha 
only bit of sunshine falling into theii 
dark lives was that shed by their loving 
companionship. 
But the girl had al-

wasted away with consumption, and nt 
last the day came when the wan face 
tailed to answer with its ghastly smile 
the anxious, tear blinded eyes of the 
mother. 


The poor young creature was dead. 


Foi many months the pair had been sup- 
ported by the elder woman's sewing, 
and it was in the.character of employe! 
I had become acquainted with Mrs. 
Uramp and her story.' By an occasional 
visit to the awful heights of an east side 
tenement where they lived, by a few 
'books and with some comforting words, 
'I had won the love of the dying girl. 
Her grateful thoughts turned in her last 
hours to the small number of friends 
she possessed, and she besought her 
mother to notify me of the day of her 
funeral and ask me to attend. 


The summons reached me upon one

And even as we congratulated our- 


selves on the prospect of a delightful 
day together there came the summons 
for me to go to the humble funeral of 
the poor sewing woman's daughter. 
I 


turned the little tear blotted note over 
and groaned. 


"This is terrible," said I. "It's just 


the one errand that could'take me out 
today, but I must go." And then I told 
Farepa the circumstances and speculated 
on the length of time I should be gone 
and suggested means of amusement in 
my absence. 


"But I shall go with yon," said the 


great, good hearted creature. 


" Your throat and old Bateman and 


your concert tonight?" I pleaded. 


"If I get another 'froggy' note in my 


voice, it won't matter much; I'm hoarse 
as a raven now," she returned.

Ho deposited his hut and black gloves 


and wet umbrella 011 the poor little bed 
in th* corner; he slapped his hands vig- 
orously together; he took himself ia 
v.-ell merited fashion by tho ears and 
pulled them into the glowing sensation, 
and after thawing out for a moment 
ha plunged iuto business. 


He ratted merrily through some se- 


lected sentences from tho r.iblo. 
Ho 


gave xis a prayer that sounded like peas 
in a dried bladder, and bo ciutie to umen 
with a jerk that brought me up like o 
patent snap. He pulled on his old gloves 
and grabbed his rusty hat, aud, with hia 
umbrella dripping inky tours over tho 
well scrubbed floor, lie offered a sat form 
of cc.ndolenee to the broken hearted 
mother, lie told hcr.of her sin in rebel- 
ling against the decree of Providence. 
Ho assured her that nothing could bring 
tho dead back. IIu iim-ighed against tha 
folly of tho world in general, and then 
ho made a horrible blunder arid showed 
ho didn't know even tho sex of tho dead 
by saying, "Ho cauunt come to you, but 
you must go to him." 


This was a settler for Parepa nad my- 


self. We looked at the departing minis- 
ter in blank astonishtaent.

an airy circle. The wet umbrella stood 
pointing down the stairs. The two men 
with astonished faces were foremost in 
a crowd that instantly filled the passage. 
The nobla voice swelled toward heaven, 
and if ever the choir of paradise paused 
to listen to earth's music it was when 
Parepa sang so gloriously beside thai 
poor dead girl.

Remarkable Musical Memories. 


Possibly the greatest case on record is 


that wonder of wonders, the most in- 
tellectual of interpreters, the late Dr. 
Hans von Bulow. He not only played 
all of Beethoven by heart upon the pi- 
ano, but knew all the symphonies in the 
same manner, and practically the whole 
Wagneriau output of musical metal, and 
it is claimed that so great was the mass 
of the piano music which Bulow retain- 
ed "within the book and volume of his 
brain, " inscribed in mysterious hiero- 
glyphics somewhere among the mole- 
cules of the gray matter constituting the 
cortes of his cerebral organ, that he 
could have played 25 piano recital pro- 
grammes without repeating and without 
a printed page. Since there go about 
2,000 measures to the boar and two 
solid hours to an ordinary Bulow pro- 
gramme this would represent 100,000 
measures of music, or about 4,000 largo 
pages, something like eight or ten thick 
volumes. 


Even Bulow was outdone by Kubin- 


steiu, in the field of piano music at 
least, it' we can trust the anecdote mon- 
gers, for it is claimed that in one season 
at St. Petersburg he played a series of 
recitals which exhausted the literature 
of the piano and embraced 1,300 dis- 
tinct compositions. 
It is mentioned'of 


Mendelssohn that on one occasion, the 
score of Beethoven's "Sixth Symphony" 
having been misplaced, he raised his 
baton and directed the work from mem- 
ory, but this does not seem to me a leal 
in the least remarkable, for the pastoral 
symphony is so estremcly lucid and so 
bewitchingly beautiful that the on'y 
thing difficult or remarkable would bo 
the forgetting of it. Mine. Patti kuew 
40 opera roles, and Varesi, the baritone, 
knew 80.—John S. Van Cleeve in Mu- 
sic.

FROM COLD TO GOLD 


More Men Leave for the 


Klondike Mining Re- 


gions. 


PARTIES YESTERDAY AND TODAY 


Both Have "Sure Things" and Are 


Confident of Success. The City 


Rapidly Being Depopulated. 


Alaskan Weather Here 


at the Start. 
C: 


"Off to Klondike" is becoming one o 


the most frequent remarks on the streets 
of this city. From present indications 
more men will have gone from here by 
spring than from any other city of the 
size in New England. Counting those 
who are already gone and those who are 
planning to go it seems probable that the 
city wVU have to appoint a committee to 
encourage immigration to make up for 
the loss of population by the Klondike 
exodus. 


Another party will leave tonight for the 


gold fields. It will be composed of three 
men, John McClen, who has been em- 
ployed at the Windsor print works; John 
McCloud, who has worked in the Johnson 
mill, and F. X. Jacobs, who for the last 
year and a half has been employed in the 
Beaver mill machine shop. 


These men will go to Montreal, wher° 


they will join seven more, making a party 
of 10. The leader is Henry Proto of Mon- 
treal, a relative of Mr. Jacobs, and whom 
the latter has known intimately practi- 
cally all his life. Mr. Jacobs knows him 
to be a man of perlejt reliability and one 
whom the entire party can implicitly 
trust. 


The trip will be no experiment so far 


as Mr. Proto is concerned, and under the 
circumstances it can hardly be called 
such on the part of the others. Mr. Proto 
has spent two summers in Klondike and 
has a claim there whose value has 
been practically tested, he having re- 
turned home on the 18th of last July with 
$120,000 as the results of his individual 
jabors. This handsome amount of gold 
was taken from a piece of ground 45 feet 
square and which was nob worked to a 
depth of over five feet. At that depth 
rock was struck, bnt the stone is rich in 
yellow metal and is to be worked by the 
party now going. Mr, Proto has invested 
$20,000 in mining machinery which has 
been shipped from New Brunswick and 
is now on the way to Klondike. Wit 
this outfit the rock is to be excavate d 
and crushed, and rich returns are be- 
lieved to be absolutely certain. 


For handling the machinery Mr. Jacobs 


will be a valuable man, as he not only un- 
derstands machinery, bat quarrying as 
well. He worked 18 years for the True 
Blue Marble company of Rutland, Vt., 
and was also umployed iu a marble quarry 
in Nova Scotia for four years previous t° 
his coming to North Adams. He will con- 
sequently be -perfectly at home in the 
mine, which is one of the reasons why his 
relative, Mr. Proto, induced him to join 
the party. An arrangement will be made 
whereby the members of the party will 
equitably share the profits. Mr. Jacobs 
and Mr. McClen have families and will 
leave them in the city. Mr. McCloud is 
unmarried. 


On the whole, the outlook for these 


men would seem to be very bright. They 
are not even going to prospect in a conn_ 
try which is amazingly rich in gold, but 
are going with a suitable equipment to 
use a slang expression, "a dead sure 
thing." This is a different basis from 
that on which most of the Klondikers rest 
their hopes and warrants all the confi_ 
dence and enthusiasm with which the 
party starts out. 


Party of Three Left Tuesday Night. 
Three more men, Herman Eulitz, James 


McKane and John Boy, left Tuesday 
night, starting from here over the Fitch- 
burg for Seattle, where Mr. McKane has 
two relali.es who are waiting for these 
men to join them before beginning work 
on rich claims which they already hold. 
From these claims Mr. McKane's rela~ 
lives have taken considerable gold al- 
ready, and the prospects appear bright 
or this party as well. 
The men were scheduled to leave by a 


regular train, but the successful imitation 
of Klondike in this part of the country 
caused considerable uncertainty in getting 
out of the city, and the men waited at the 
station for the first train that might come 
along. The large party of friends and 
relatives who were at the station to see 
them off had a long wait. The three 
miners were well equipped with far cloth- 
ing and all the outfits for cold weather, 
and in spite of the delay in starting, were 
cheerfully hopeful. 


The claims to which they are going are 


farther north than many, and the party 
will have a march of several hundred 
miles after leaving the boats. 


The men. have many friends here, and 


had photographs taken just before start- 
ing to leave behind. Mr. Eulitz's friends 
surprised him at his home Monday even- 
ing, and presented him with a diamond 
ring and a compass. 


Mr, Comisky's Beli Rat,

CITY COUNCIL MEETING, 


Another 
Policeman 
Recommended. 


Liveries to Be Licensed. 


Mayor Cady's recommendation that an 


addition be made to the police force was 
the chief feature of the meeting of the 
city council Tuesday evening. As show- 
ing that the request of the department 
for men with which to do more thorough 
work is recognized as legitimate by the 
eity it was an important Indication. Th 
recommendation said that in view of the 
3mall size of the police force in proportion 
to the size ot the oity and in view of the 
many small thefts which had kept the 
force busy, it seemed evident that an in- 
crease in its size should be made, and that 
at present one more patrolman should be 
provided. The recommendation was re- 
erred to the committee on pol'ce affairs, 
which will report at the next meeting. 


An ordinance was offered by the board of 


health in regard to the licensing of 
stables. The ordinance provides that no 
one shall bo allowed to maintaiu within 
the fire limits a stable in which more than 
four horses are kept without a license. 
A penalty of $50 a month forfeit is pro- 
vided for offenders. 
Those parties which 


now conduct such stables are allowed 
until June to comply with the provisions 
of tho ordinance, which includes direc- 
tions as to the lighting, ventilation and 
drainage of the stables, to conform to the 
requirements of the board. It was re- 
ferred to the committee on ordinances. 


The other business of the meeting was 


largely routine and reports of committees. 
The committee appointed to investigate 
the condition of the almshouse reported 
that they had inspected the entire house 
and its management, and that every room 
was in good condition. In some of the 
sleeping rooms were a few bugs, but the 
report described the wainseotting as pre- 
venting the 
extermination 
of these. 


Councilman Bracewell suggested that, the 
report made no recommendation's to 
changes which should be made if the bugs 
were to be attacked, and Councilman 
Flagg, the chairman of the committee 
replied that the committee did not eon- 
Blder the making of recommendations in 
its province, but that it would be glad to 
see the changes made. Councilman Cutt- 
ing suggested that when the appropria- 
tions were made something should be set 
apart lor this purpose. 


The committees which were to look 


into the questions of a new hospital for 
contagious diseases, of allowing the Street 
Railway company to build a waiting room 
on city land at Greylock switch, and of 
the right of way of the Ashland street 
sewer, asked for more time, which was 
granted. Petitions were received from 
Mary A. Hathaway and A. M. Harring- 
ton for damages on account of the lower- 
ing of the grade of North street and were 
referred to the committee on streets. The 
petition asking the city to pay for a series 
of public concerts by Clapp's band thi8 
summer, which was signed by a large 
number, was referred to the committee 
on finance. Permission was granted the 
New England 
Telephone company to 


erect the poles necessary for the placing 
of a telephone in the new Hooghton 
school. The report of Engineer Byars for 
the three fires of the last quarter was re- 
ceived.

Hereto- 
fore Mr. Orr has been paid for the time he 
worked and for the teams he put on, and 
has drawn the money from the city and 
paid the men employed, He has also re- 
ceived pay from individuals for keeping 
their lots in order, etc. 


Now Mr. Orr is to be paid a salary of 


$900 a year, he to furnish his own horse 
for driving back and forth, and he is to 
devote his whole time to the work. He 
will keep,an account of all teams and men 
employed and will hand in the time at 
the city hall, where the men will now 
draw their pay. Any one desiring to have 
a lot cared for will report to the city al- 
moner, who will refer the matter to Sex- 
ton Orr, and the work will be attended to. 
It is believed this will be an improvement 
over the old system and that the results 
will be more satisfactory. 


For the Normal School, 


Monday a resolve was introduced into 


tae legislature asking for the appropria- 
lion of $20,000 for the purpose of buying 
land and rough grading about the North 
Adams normal school. 
This is the 


amount asked for by Principal Mnrdock, 
and the petition is designated as one 
signed by James E. Hunter and others.

It is understood 
hat the chairman of that committee has 
a'.iied that the sum asked for is only 
reasonable and right.

Mr. Dun- 
bar has a very devilish face, largely con- 
sisting of month and teeth. 
But his 


elocution resembled at times that of the 
small boy who has learned to speak Mark 
Antony's speech and has been told by his 
female relatives that be does it well. 
Miss Bartelle was better as Marguerite 
and carried the audience with growing 
sympathy to the final scene. Valentine 
was a good soldier, and as is proper for a 
military man, his singing was not en- 
trancing.
